The most widely supported sign-up 
effort ever to be undertaken in the 
history of agriculture—the campaign 
to organize California’s $150,000,000 
prune industry—has come to a suc- 
cessful close and those rseponsible for 
this noteworthy achievement now 
face the equally tremendous task of 
getting the program into immediate 
operation. 

Grower confidence that this new 
phase of the organization movement 
will be handled with skill and judg- 
ment exists, according to reports 
from organization workers, in unus- 
ual measure in every prune section 
of the state. 

The general reaction as expressed 
by many growers after the extreme 
tenseness which characterized the 
closing hours of the campaign seems 
to be one of wonder at the manner 
in which the various industry factors 
held together and continued their 
support of the plan even under the 
most trying circumstances, 

This is pointed out as auguring 
and permanence of the first all-indus- 
try plan ever to have been developed 
for the marketing betterment of any 
well for the satisfactory operation 
agricultural product. 

Another feature of the long cam- 
paign, two times extended, is the way 
in which all feeling of division be 
tween Association growers and inde- 
pendent growers, between “insiders” 
and “outsiders,” has entirely disap- 
peared.

Aiding the movement, from the 
time of the first mass meeting in San 
on February llth, was 
Hugh Hersman, member of the work- 
ing committee of five which held up- 
wards of 140 meetings in developing 
the plan, Chairman of the Statewide 
Prune Growers’ Committee which 
carried on the sign-up drive and 
elected President of the California 
Prune Pool and President of the

Showers of Meteorites 


Not Unusual Happening 
The oldest meteorite to be dis- 
covered immediately after falling 
to earth is still preserved. It fell 
|in France on November 7, 1492, and 
penetrated’ into the soil to a depth 
| 0f six feet, causing a great noise 
\that was heard over a wide area. 
The emperor had the stone, which 
weighed 260 pounds, placed in a 
church, and the wise men of the 
day regarded it as a divine sign, for 
it was the first. meteorite they had 
|ever seen. However, there are 
; Chinese records dating back before 
Christ telling of falling meteorites, 
one of which dropped on a royal 
palace, 


It is not at all unusual for mete- 
orites to descend upon the earth in 
showers, In 1868 a great mass, not 
| uniike a small comet, crashed in 
;Pemnd, and by actual count, the 
Swarm consisted of 100,000 pieces. 


In Hungary another collection of 
small particles was gathered in, 
the total being 1,200 pounds. Some 
outstanding meteorites and the 
places where they were recovered, 
together with their weights, are: 
Bacubirito, Mexico, twenty-seven 
tons; Willamette, Ore. sixteen 
tons; Bendago, Brazil, five tons, 
and Australia, four tons. During 
the past 126 years only 850 mete- 
orites have been discovered on 
earth, but millions are consumed in 
our atmosphere long before they 
reach the surface, 


Development of Knife 


as Table Appointment 
From the Seventeenth century 
after the fork caused so much ex- 


appointment was rapid. Silver serv- 
ice was soon introduced and in or- 
dinary use in the Eighteenth cen- 
tury. 

Although comparatively recent as 
a table implement, the knife might 
established as older than the 
fork or spoou if traced to the origi- 
nal cutting implements of flint or 
other stone, In the Bronze age 
there were cutting tools of bronze 
and so on down through the centu- 
ries, but as late as 300 years ago 
the table knife was a rarity. Fora 
long period men carried about with 
them in their belt or shoe a knife 
for general purposes, much as mod- 
ern man carries around a_ pocket 
knife. Whenever a large portion of 
food were served him, he cut it with 
this knife and then returned it to 
its holder,

The greatest advance in the table 
knife took place after the Seven- 
teenth century, when the implement 
became popular in England. Shef- 
field developed as one of the great- 
est cullery manufacturing centers 
in the world and has retained to the 
present day the proud title without 
challenge.

Labor Unions’ History 
“The guilds of craftsmen of the 
Middle ages were in some respects 
labor unions, but of skilled workers, 
For unskilled labor the best proto- 
type is furnished by the Six Men 
of Dorset. They were farm labor- 
ers who about 150 years ago band- 
ed together to demand of their em- 
ployers meat to eat at least once a 
week. They were prosecuted for 
conspiracy and sentenced to long 
terms of penal servitude. It was 
specifically against the law to form 
a labor union in England until 1824, 
when slight relaxations were ad- 
mitted. The labor union movement 
was slow in starting in the United 
States. It was not until the middle 
of the Nineteenth century that la- 
bor unions were at all tolerated and 
then only mildly. Their rights were 
negligible. The rise of the labor 
unions in this country has_ been 
Since that time. 


Pioneer’s Grave Unknown 

Arkansas Post on the Arkansas 
river was the first settlement in Ar- 
kansas. It was founded in 1686 by 
Chevalier de Tonti. Nothing much 
is left there but excavations where 
the houses stood and an ancient 
cemetery. It is in this old grave- 
yard that the interest of St. Louis 
lies; for here, it is believed, the 
body of Pierre Laclede Legueste 
rests. He was on his way from St. 
Louis to New Orleans in 1778 when 
he fell ill at Arkansas Post and 
died there. He was buried in the 
edge of the wilderness that then 
surrounded the outpost. His grave 
has never been identified, but it Is 
probable the cemetery still there 
grew around it.—St, Louis Globe- 
Democrat.

N excellent way to remove 

grease spots from wall paper 
is to cover the spots with powdered 
French chalk. Leave it on for 
twenty-four hours, then brush off. 
If the spots have not disappeared, 
repeat the application, laying 3a 
piece of blotting paper over each 
of the chalked spots and pressing 
with a warm iron.

Iced Orange Coffee: Wash two 
oranges and pare off a thin par- 
ing of the outer skin, being care- 
ful to get none of the white. Boil 
one-half cup sugar, one cup water 
and the orange skin together for 
ten minutes.

Just be 
fore serving, add the juice from 
oranges and one-half cup evapo- 
rated milk, and pour in tall glasses 
partly filled with crushed ice. 

Coffee Punch: Mix together one 
cup strong coffee, one cup orange 
juice, the juice from two No. 2 
cans grapefruit and one cup maple 
syrup, and chill. Just before serv- 
ing, add one quart ginger ale, and 
two cups heavy cream, if desired.

OU certainly do not want to 
Y spend any unnecessary time 
stewing over a hot stove this 
summer. You want time to rest, 
read and relax, to hike, motor, 
swim, play golf or tennis or any 
of the other outdoor games that 
appeal to you. But all these out- 
door occupations call for sustain- 
ing foods for you and your family. 
With this in mind, we have been 
making a study of meat dishes 
which contain good nourishment 
and which can be prepared in a 
minimum of time. Perhaps you 
will care to clip_this out, and refer 
to it in order to simplify your 
summer cooking. Here they are. 
First of all don’t forget the 
canned whole hams which have 
become so popular. They are de- 
licious, and last for an incredibly 
long time because the cans con- 
tain no bones and no surplus fat, 
but just lean meat which you can 
open and eat, or cook in any man- 
ner that appeals to you. Then re- 
member the ready-made entrées 
ready to heat such as beef a la 
mode, chicken a la King, chicken 
curry, chop suey, Hungarian style 
goulash and Irish stew. 


Serve This Cold 


That’s a good beginning, but 
summer is the time for those de- 
licious jellied meat dishes which 
give you lots of nourishment with- 
out getting you too hot. If you 
have guests coming for the week 
end, for instance, here is a recipe 
which is easy to make, and which 
will provide a tempting dish for 
from ten to fifteen people. 


Glazed Tongue: ~ 
tablespoons gelatin in one-half cup 
cold water. Stew for twenty min- 


Soak three 


utes the contents of a No. 3 can 
of tomatoes, one bay leaf, two 
sprigs of parsley, two cloves, one- 
half teaspoon salt and one-half 
teaspoon peppercorns; then press 
through a sieve. Pour over gela- 
tin, add two bouillon cubes, and 
stir until melted. Set aside for 
thirty minutes to settle. Add one 
slightly-beaten egg white, bring to 
boiling, and then strain through a 
cheese cloth. Pour a thin layer 
of the gelatin in a round mold and 
arrange in it slices of hard-cooked 
eggs, sliced olives, pickles, etc. 
When hardened, place in the mold 
the whole ox tongue from a 14- 
ounce can, and pour over the rest 
of the gelatin. Set in the ice box 
for several hours to harden. Un- 
mold, and serve cut in slices. 
Listen for the applause. 


Another Jellied Dish 


Jellied Chicken Mold: Beat 
three egg yolks slightly, add three- 
fourths cup hot chicken broth, and 
cook in double boiler until it is 
smooth and coats the spoon. Add 
one-fourth teaspoon salt and pa- 
prika. Soften two teaspoons gela- 
tin in two tablespoons cold chick- 
en broth, dissolve in the hot mix- 
ture, and then cool. When just 
starting to thicken, add the finely- 
eut contents of a 6-ounce can of 
chicken and one-half eup chopped 
walnuts, and fold in one-half cup 
beaten cream. Pour into a wet

ORDINANCE NO. 67 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY 
OF MENLO PARK FIXING THE 
AMOUNT OF MONEY NECES- 
SARY TO BE RAISED BY TAX- 
ATION UPON THE TAXABLE 
PROPERTY THEREIN AS A 
REVENUE TO CARRY ON THE 
VARIOUS DEPARTMENTS FOR 


THE CURRENT FISCAL YEAR 
1932-33. 


The City Council of the City of 


Menlo Park do ordain as follows: 

Section 1. That the amount of 
money necessary to be raised by 
taxation upon the taxable property 
of the City of Menlo Park for the 
tax for fiscal year commencing July 
1, 1932, and ending June 30, 1933, as 
a@ revenue to carry on the various 
departments of such municipal cor- 
poration for the said current fiscal 
year be and the same is hereby de- 
clare@d and ordained to be the sum 
of SEVEN THOUSAND THREE 
HUNDRED NINETY-FIVE AND 
10-100 ($7,395.10) Dollars and that 
said sum does not and will not ex- 
ceed the limit fixed by law. 

Section 2. That the City of Men- 
lo Park has no bonded or ether in- 
debtedness. 

Section 3. This ordinance is en- 
acted for the preservation of the 
public peace, safety and general 
welfare, and is hereby declared to 
be an urgency measure, and the fol- 
lowing is a statement of the facts 
consitiuting such urgency, to-wit: 
That the City Council has elected 
and does elect by ordinance that 
the assessment of property and col- 
lection of taxes, within the City of 
Menlo’ Park shall be performed by 
the County Assessor and County 
Tax Collector, respectively under 
the provisions of an Act of Legisla- 
ture of the State of California, en- 
titled, “An act to provide for the 
levy and collection of taxes by and 
for the use of municipal corpora- 
tions and cities incorporated under 
the laws of the State of California, 
except municipal corporations of 
the first class, and to provide for 
the consolidation and abolition of 
certain municipal offices, and to 
provide that their duties may be 
performed by cerzain officers of 
the county, and fixing the com- 
pensation to be allowed for such 
county officers for the services so 
rendered to such municipal cor- 
porations” approved March 27, 1895, 
as amended; that a statement in 
writing showing the total value of 
all taxable property within said 
municipality as required by law, 
was duly transmitted by the County 
Auditor to said City Council on 
August 10, 1932, and until said date 
said Council had no information or 
knowledge on the subject sufficient 
to enable them to fix the sum of 
money necessary to be raised by 
taxation as hereinabove ordained; 
that unless this ordinance becomes 
immediately operative as an emerg- 
ency measure the time required by 
law for the fixing of tax rate will 
have expired; wherefore this ordi- 
nance shall take effect and be in 
force immediately upon its final 
passage. 

Finally passed and adopted by 
not less than four-fifths vote Aug- 
ust 25, 1932.
